There are 60 many different opin- 
jens and theories today in regard to 
how people receive the Holy Ghost 
that I felt God's calling to write a, 
few. words en this subject. Although 
there has been much said and writ- 
ten, yet I find some who seem to 
ignore some of God’s Word econcern- 
img this wonderful experience. _ 

How we may obtain and what it 
does for us after we receivé Him, 
the Spirit of Truth. Note, Paul found 
certain disciples at Ephesus. We 
find in the New Testament the word 
disciple signifies a believer; a Chris- 
tian; a scholar; a follower of Christ. 
Therefore we become a disciple when

Let us notice how we believe. We 
see in the Word where the devils be-

After 
Philip had read to the eunuch the 
prophet Esaias, he began at the same 
Scripture and preached unto him Je- 
sus and as they went on their way 
they canre unto a certain water and 
the eunuch said, “See, here is water; 
what doth hinder me to be baptized? 
And Philip said, If° thou believest 
with all thine heart, thou © mayest.” 
Acts 8:30-38, 


Again we hear Paul say in Rom. 
10:10, “For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and with 
the mouth confession is rade unto 
salvation.” This is the class of be 
Heverts Paul found at Ephesus, but 
they had net received the Holy Ghost 
because they bed not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost. How then did Paul teach them 
to receiye Him, the Holy Ghost? We 
hear him as he says, “Be ye followers 
of me, even as I a!so am of Christ.” 
We must then admit that Paul 
taught the same doctrine or gospel 
Jesus taught while on earth. Today 
we find even the different Pentecostal 
people teaching so many different 
ways in which to receive the Holy 
Ghost that it is causing the world to 
doubt and question. In these last days 
it seems that so many Pentecostal 
preachers and workers seem to be 
trving to rush peop'e through the 
different experiences until they can’t 
realize what God has really done for 
them.
